Weary Firefighters Rest 
After Two-Week Battle | 
Rain showers sprgading out over northern Alberta this 


week are expected to end one of the worst forest fire ordeals 
experienced in the north country. 


By Wednesday, after three days 
of intermittent rain, forestry offi- 
cials stated most Alberta forest 
fires were under control. Although 
rains were light in the northland, 
they were enough to aid weary 
fighters bring the two big fires in 
the Lac la Biche and Lesser Slave 
Lake areas under control. 


ere was still a lot of work to 
be done, digging up smoldering 
ground fires, clearing lanes with 
bulldozers and rebuilding burned- 
down homes and installations. But, 
if luck held, no further major out- 
breaks were likely. 
175 FIRES 

The tinder-dry condition of the 
countryside since April had set off 
175 fires this spring, forestry offi- 
cidls revealed. In the Slave Lake 
area alone, 15 families (74 per- 
sons) were made homeless by the 
fires. 

As early as May 9 anxious gov- 
ernment officials cracked down on 
fire regulations and finally enforc- 
ed a ban on clearing lands by fire. 


RAILWAY CUT 


By May 11, 24 separate fires 
were being fought, with big blazes 
springing up west, north and east 
of Slave Lake. Spreading rapidly, 
the Slave Lake fires cut railway 
and telegraph links on the North- 
ern Alberta Railway. 

Twenty-five-mile-an-hour winds 
sprang up to fan the flames and 
by May 13, 15 families were burn- 
ed out of their homes. Other ser- 
ious fires sprang up in the Chip 
Lake area, southwest of Edmonton, 


the Lac la Biche district, High 
Prairie, Sturgeon Lake and Buck 
Lake, 


A total of 400 men, backed by 
bulldozers, turned out to stop the 
wall of flame that swept through 
the tinder-dry forests. High winds 
whipped up flames in the High 
Prairie area and 11 miles of fire 
line were lost as fire jumped across 
fire’ guards plolghed with bull- 
dozers, 

By the week-end rain and snow 
helped a little but new fires were

reported at the first of the week. 
Toiling crews of firefighters had 


fires under control at Breton, 
Whitecourt, Edson, Chip Lake, 
Grande Prairie and Peace River 
districts by the week-end. 


In the Lesser Slave area, a fire 
line, nine mileg wide in places, held 
the flames away from the best tim- 
ber stands. On Saturday, slight 
rains eased the pressure and gave 
crews time to extend their fire 
lines. ° 

Three new fires broke out in 
the Grouard, Fort Assinboine and 
Lac la Biche districts but were 
kept under control. A steady down 
pour of rain Tuesday gave fire- 
fighters the final support they 
needed to bring the blazes under 
control.

Gas Pipeline Would Use 
500,000,000 Cu. Ft. Daily 


Announcement of plans to build 
a@ gas pipeline all the way from 
the Athabasca gas fields to B.C. 
and as far down the west coast as 
California has caused Albertans to 
stop and do a bit of thinking. 

Albertans were aware that their 
natural resources are vast and 
some of the most abundant in 
North America. But the plans for 
the 1,460-mile gas pipeline to the 
coast was beginning to cause some 
concern. 

Most Albertans wanted to see 
the province’s natural resources 
developed and utilized to open up 
the west as a new industrial and 
commercial centre. They had seen 
the oil industry spring up over- 
night with all its accompanying 
prosperity and increased business. 

Natural gas fields in Alberta 
have rivalled oil and coal in im- 
portance as fuel for the long, cold

winters, But natural gas, like oil, 
is only a limited resource and the 
plans for the new coast pipeline 
caused Albertans some doubt as to 


the future of gas as a fuel re- 
serve, 


80-INCH LINE 

According to estimates by the 
West Coast Transmission Com- 
pany the 30-inch pipeline, costing 
$174,000,000 would pump out 500,- 
000,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
per day to the Pacific Northwest 
and Northern California. 

Officials predicted that once the 
gasline was built to Vancouver, 
Seattle, Taco and Portland, a 
duplicate e \would have to be 
constructed, in addition a project- 
ed branch line would turn south- 
east at Ashcroft in B.C., and sup- 
ply Vernon, Kelowna and the in- 
dustrial centre of Trail. 

To some citizens it seemed as ‘f 
the pipeline would drain Alberta of 
its natural gas reserves in no time 
at all. 


Political leaders, jockeying for 
positions in the coming federal 
election race were quick to re- 
assure citizens of any doubts they 


might have about Alberta’s nat- 
ural resources. 


Social Credit Leader Solon Low, 
said he favored export of oil and 
gas from Alberta only as long as 
it was a surplus over and above 
the needs of the people in the 
province. “What we do_ insist 
upon,” said Low, is that the Al- 
berta government shall have un- 
disputed control of both export and 
conservation so that the needs of 
the people can be filled first.” 

Importance of the gas problem 
to the province came out in re- 
ports that the government was 
considering holding a special sum- 
mer session of the legislature to 
tackle the gas export problem. 

Harpet Prowse, Liberal leader in 
the legislature, had brought up the 
question of gas exports before 
February's session of the legisla- 
ture closed. The . Socreds had 
vaguely replied that a special ses- 
sion would be called if the “gov- 
ernment deemed such a move nec- 
essary.” 


Last week, Premier Manning 
told newsmen a special session on 
gas exports may have to be called. 
No definite decision on the session 
would be made, he said, until the 
attorney-general’s department pre- 
pares a report on export legisla- 
tion.

MEDICINE HAT. — Govern- 
ment auditors and irrigation en- 
gineers will investigate Canada 


Land and Irrigation company hold-, 


ings to prepare an agreement of 
sale for consideration of the Dom- 
inion government. 

This was announced by Agricul- 
ture Minister Gardiner after a 
closed conference with Dave W. 
Hays, general manager of the 
company. 

Terms of the suggested sale 
were not revealed but is under- 
stood to-be in the neighborhood 
of $2,250,000 ,with an additional 
federal expenditure of $3,500,000 
required to complete the extension

Edmonton, the west’s most rapidly expanding city, con- 
tinued to hit new records for the month of May. 

By the end of last week, home building for this year was 
twice as great as at the same time last year (1,000 permits 
issued compared with 622 last year) . 

Chortled the conservative Edmonton Journal in a news 
story, ‘“The month is turning out to be the greatest in Edmon- 


ton building history.” 

And no one could deny the fig- 
ures. Developments were coming 
80 fast during the past two weeks 
that they were almost too much 
to keep track of. 


Home and industrial building 
figures continued to soar, and one 
of the big announcements last 
week was that a $1,000,000 South 
Side steel products plant would be 
built by Edaco (Canada) Ltd., 
subsidiary of the British firm’s 
English Drilling Equipment Co. 
Ltd., and English Steel Corpora- 
tion Ltd.

PERMITS 

Building permit values have in- 
creased from $5 million dollars in 
1944 to $27 million in 1948, and 
this year’s estimates are $64 
million. 

These spectacular construction 
figures are reflected by bank clear- 
ing figures, and Mr, Curtis quoted 
official figures showing that Ed- 
monton’s business increased from 
almost $218 million in 1940 to 
almost $800 million last year. 

This city has Canada’s busiest 
airport, and handles more air 
freight than any city in the world. 
Landings in 1948 togped all records 
with a total of 82,500, and this 
year’s is expected to be 100,000. 

The population increase has been 
almost as imposing. In 1940, Hd- 
monton had almost 92,000 people; 
this year census takers are ex- 
pected to report an increase of 
10,000 over last year to make the 
total about 136,000—almost 50 per 
cent in 10 years. 

And this week another small 
sign of Edmonton’s reputation as 
a boom city came forth.

Missing Men Find 
Way Back After 
Much Wandering 


Fire Fighters Had Only Dead 

Hawk to Eat In Day 

NORDEGG.—Two Nordegg fire- 
fighters, missing since Monday 
night, wandered into town Wed- 
nesday while a crew of 500 combed 
fireswept timberland in search of 
them. 

Bill Chawrun and Andrew Bunio, 
separated from a group of 12 fire- 
fighters survived for 24 hours in a 
ravished bushland with only a dead 
hawk for food. 

The men said they left the others 
after the party became lost in dense 
underbrush, to try to locate a river 
or road which would guide them 
back to camp. 

The missing men were part of a 
crew of 140 volunteer firefighters 
from Nordegg, 160 miles southwest 
of Edmonton, brought out to fight 
a fire. It has been spotted by a 


lookout patrol 14 miles northeast

“We trudged through 10 inches 
of snow and followed a small creek 
for ten miles in both directions,” 
Bunion continued. 

The two men built a small fire 
and spent Monday night beside it, 
before setting out in a blizzard in 
search of camp or companions. 

Meanwhile the other eight mem- 
bers of the missing crew had been 
found by a search party.

The answer must be found in 
contracts between employers and 
workers which preserve the au- 
thority of the employer while pro- 
viding for “the prosperity of all 
the members of the people,” the 
pontiff said. 

The Pope spoke aSturday night 
to delegations of Roman Catho- 
lic employers from Britain, Can- 
ada, France, Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands and Italy. The text of his 
speech, delivered in French, was 
released by the Vatican.
